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Estill County Grand Jury returns indictments

The Estill County Grand 
Jury returned indict¬ 
ments in Estill Circuit 
Court on April 27 that 
included theft, receiving 
stolen property and wan¬ 
ton endangerment. 

They also issued a 
“superceding indictment” 
for the men accused 
of robbing the Irvine 
Healthmart Pharmacy 


more than a year ago. 

Freddie H. Hunter, 52 
of Hi Hat and Jeffrey 
Hunter, 32 of Richmond 
were previously indicted 
for the robbery and theft. 

The current indictment 
is for complicity to first 
degree robbery and states 
that the two men entered 
the pharmacy with a 
deadly weapon with the 
intent to accomplish 
the theft of prescription 
drugs. 

Jeffrey Hunter was also 


indicted as a persistent 
felonly offender, second 
degree because he was 
previously convicted of 
a felony within the past 
five years. 

Kentucky State Police 
Detective Ken Bradley 
appeared as a witness. 

Samuel Jackson, 31, of 
Richmond was indicted 
on two counts of theft 
by unlawful taking for 
allegedly prying open a 
lock box on Feb. 8 that 
belongs to David Adams 


and removing a 25 cali¬ 
ber pistol and four pairs 
of gold earrings. He was 
also indicted on one count 
of second degree crimi¬ 
nal possession of a forged 
instrument for allegedly 
taking two checks from 
the lock box and cashing 
one of them at Central 
Bank in Lexington. 

Bail was set at $5,000 
and he was released on a 
surety bond. 

KSP Trooper Scott 
Felder appeared as a wit¬ 


ness. 

Robert James Flynn, 
35, of Clay City was 
indicted on one count of 
receiving stolen property 
for allegedly possessing 
two rolls of wire fence, 
several pieces of alumi¬ 
num window frames 
and other items on Aug. 
12, 2011, that belong to 
Jimmy Stamper. 

Estill County Deputy 
Sheriff Karl Rifenbark 
appeared as a witness. 

Daniel Conrad, 26, 


of Noland Court, was 
indicted on one count of 
receiving stolen property 
for allegedly stealing and 
selling to Webb's Salvage, 
wheels and a battery that 
belonged to Terry Conrad 
on Jan. 27. 

Estill District One 
Constable Danny Conrad 
appeared as a witness. 

Ryan Newton, 24, 
of Mountain Crest was 
indicted on one count

Judge-executive 
recommends 50 cent 
raise for all employees

Estill County Judge Executive 
Wallace Taylor presented a first draft 
of the 2012-13 budget to the fiscal court 
at a special meeting at the courthouse 
Monday. 

“The budget is $6.57 million and it 
will work. But we have a wild card,” 
Taylor said. “The jail had about $5,000 
in overtime in April.” 

He said he had sent executive orders, 
threats and time sheets but nothing 
stopped the overtime. 

“The jail has more overtime than all 
the other departments put together. If 
you will back me on this and say no, we 
can stop it,” he said. 

Taylor mentioned several items that 
could be cut to save the county money. 
One of them was to end door to door 
recycling. 

“The state mandates that we have 
to have recycling, but we can offer a 
central drop-off point instead of send¬ 
ing a truck out to pick it up,” Taylor 
explained. 

He also said the recycling truck was 
broke down and would need about 
$7,000 to fix the transmission. 

Taylor also discussed the sheriff's 
office. He said the court had paid for a 
deputy and overtime for that office. 

“We cannot continue to fund every¬ 
thing everybody asks us for,” he said. 

He said there are three phone lines 
going into his office and he is having 
one of them disconnected. He said Solid 
Waste Coordinator Kim Dawes, who 
is currently a full-time employee, will 


start working only 20 hours per week. 

He suggested the court stop purchas¬ 
ing uniforms and to cut out the clothing 
allowance that some workers get. 

“I know I'll be one of the most hated 
men in Estill County come tomorrow, “ 
Taylor said. “But I am looking at cut¬ 
ting out one holiday a year.” 

The percentage the county pays on 
each employees' state retirement will 
go up three percent in the coming fis¬ 
cal year. 

“We didn't give any raises last year 
and I don't know what the health 
insurance rates are going to be this 
year but I want to suggest that we 
give each employee a 50 cents per hour 
raise,” Taylor said. “But to be able to 
give this raise, we have to do the other 
things I mentioned.” 

He also said they have some cameras 
left over from the courthouse installa¬ 
tion and he wants to put them in the 
common areas in the jail. 

“I have been told that people are 
going in there to eat that shouldn't be 
and we need to stop this. You can either 
back me on this or tell me to go another 
way,” Taylor said. 

The court has until the May regular 
meeting to look over the budget and 
make any suggestions or changes they 
want to. 

None of the court members looked 
very happy. 

The only other business the court 
conducted was to accept the magis¬ 
trates' recommendations on roads in 
their districts that needed black top; 
pay an invoice from S & P Carpet and 
refund a duplicate payment made by

INSPECTION PERIOD 

FOR THE PROPERTY TAX ASSESSMENT ROLL 

The Estill County real property tax roll will be opened for inspection from 
May 7 through May 21, 2012. Under the supervision of the property valu¬ 
ation administrator or one of the deputies, any person may inspect the tax 
roll. 

This is the January 1, 2012, assessment on which state, county, and school 
taxes for 2012 will be due about September 15, 2012. 

The tax roll is in the office of the property valuation administrator in the 
county courthouse and may be inspected between the hours of 8am-4pm 
Monday - Friday and 8am-12pm on Saturday. 

Any taxpayer desiring to appeal an assessment on real property made by 
the PVA must first request a conference with the PVA or a designated depu¬ 
ty. The conference may be held prior to or during the inspection period. 

Any taxpayer still aggrieved by an assessment on real property, after the 
conference with the PVA or designated deputy, may appeal to the county 
board of assessment appeals. 

The taxpayer can appeal his assessment by filing in person or sending a 
letter or other written petition stating the reasons for appeal, identifying 
the property and stating the taxpayer’s opinion of the fair cash value of the 
property. 

The appeal must be filed with the county clerk’s office no later than one 
work day following the conclusion of the inspection period. 

A taxpayer failing to appeal to the county board of assessment appeals, or 
failing to appear before the board, either in person or by designated repre¬ 
sentative, will not be eligible to appeal directly to the Kentucky Board of 
Tax Appeals. 

Appeals of personal property assessments shall not be made to the county 
board of assessment appeals. Personal property taxpayers shall be served 
notice under the provisions of KRS 132.450(4) and shall have the protest 
and appeal rights granted under the provisions of KRS 131.110. 

The following steps should be taken when a taxpayer does not agree with 
the assessed value of personal property as determined by the property valu¬ 
ation administrator. 

(1) He must list under protest (for certification) what he believes to be the 
fair cash value of his property. 

(2) He must file a written protest directly with the Department of Revenue, 
Office of Property Valuation within 30 days from the date of the notice of 
assessment. 

(3) This protest must be in accordance with KRS 131.110. 

(4) The final decision of the Department of Revenue may be appealed to 
the Kentucky Board of Tax Appeals.

Legislators make significant progress on many issues

A close look at this 
spring’s lawmaking 
sessions in Kentucky 
reveals vital legisla¬ 
tion that will help our 
beleaguered families and 
address systemic prob¬ 
lems affecting our qual¬ 
ity of life. 

The General Assembly 
and my office worked 
together to make signifi¬ 
cant progress on many 
issues, including: 

•Wide-ranging and 
bold legislation to help 
us target the illegal use 
of prescription drugs by 
cracking down on “pill 
mills,” targeting unscru¬ 
pulous or reckless doc¬ 
tors and allowing us to 
share information with 
other states. Creating 


more aggressive tools 
to address this national 
crisis was one of the 
highest priorities of the 
session. 

•Preserving unemploy¬ 
ment insurance ben¬ 
efits for our out-of-work 
families and protecting 
a $600 million federal 
tax credit for businesses. 
Like most other states, 
Kentucky had to borrow 
during the recession’s 
aftermath to keep our 
unemployment insurance 
program viable, and this 
business-created plan 
helps make the program 
sound again. 

•Authorizing 
Kentucky's first tax 
amnesty program in 10 
years, which will result 
in overdue taxes being 
paid, and bringing new 
taxpayers onto the tax 
rolls. 

• Strengthening incen¬ 
tive programs that help 
existing Kentucky com¬ 
panies expand facilities 
and create jobs, specifi¬ 
cally in automotive and 
parts manufacturing and 
in heavy industry. 

•Establishing a task 
force to study how 


juvenile offenders are 
punished, including the 
treatment of so-called 
status offenses like tru¬ 
ancy and running away. 

•Establishing a task 
force to review pub¬ 
lic pensions in the 
Commonwealth. 

In addition, legislators 
largely kept intact my 
proposed two-year bud¬ 
get. Its 8.4 percent cut in 
spending for many state 
agencies represents the 
11th time we’ve reduced 
spending in the last AV 2 
years. The enacted bud¬ 
get reduces our reliance 
on one-time funds and 
has the smallest amount 
of new debt since 1996. 

Despite tight revenues, 
we have maintained cur¬ 
rent-level funding for K- 
12 instruction, preserved 
Medicaid, which provides 
health care for one in 
five Kentuckians, and 
protected public safety 
programs. 

Furthermore, the bud¬ 
get includes my propos¬ 
als to: 

•Reduce crushing case¬ 
loads for social workers 
by hiring more staff in 
the area of child abuse 


and neglect. 

• Fund for the first 
time a program that 
provides colon cancer 
screenings to 4,000 unin¬ 
sured Kentuckians. 

• Invest in aggressive 
drug abuse treatment by 
funding for the first time 
out-patient substance- 
abuse treatment in the 
Medicaid program for 
both adults and adoles¬ 
cents. 

• Fund an elder abuse 
registry that will allow 
our families to protect 
senior citizens from unfit 
caretakers. 

• Expand the One- 
Stop Business Portal 
to streamline how our 
businesses interact with 
state government. 

•Fund the design, 
planning and purchase 
of land for the Breathitt 
Veterinary Center in 
Hopkinsville, considered 
the agriculture commu¬ 
nity’s highest priority. 

•Fund necessary road 
and bridge infrastruc¬ 
ture throughout the 
Commonwealth, includ¬ 
ing the construction of 
the Ohio River Bridges 
Project in Louisville. 


•And continue to 
invest in critical capital 
needs, including elemen¬ 
tary and secondary 
schools, a fourth state 
veterans’ nursing home, 
and maintenance for the 
state’s aging infrastruc¬ 
ture. 

These investments 
in the long-term needs 
of our people help chip 
away at fundamental 
weaknesses that have 
hurt us for generations. 

As we now look to the 
future, I will continue to 
work on some fundamen¬ 
tal issues that were not 
successful this spring. 

I think the legislature 
missed golden opportuni¬ 
ties to strengthen our 
workforce by raising the 
legal drop-out age and 
expanding preschool pro¬ 
grams for our youngest 
students. In addition, I 
continue to believe that 
creating an independent 
review panel to examine 
child fatalities and near¬ 
fatalities where child 
abuse and/or neglect are 
alleged is important. 

And like most 
Kentuckians, I am dis¬ 
appointed that voters 


will not, in this cycle, be 
given the opportunity 
to decide the future of 
expanding gaming once 
and for all. 

Our focus now must be 
on improving the qual¬ 
ity of life for our citizens 
and finding ways to 
improve their opportu¬ 
nities for jobs. Toward 
that end, Lt. Gov. Jerry 
Abramson and I will 
moving forward in the 
months ahead on a broad 
study of Kentucky’s tax 
structure to better align 
it with the principles of 
fairness, economic com¬ 
petitiveness and a 21st 
Century economy. We 
need to create a tax sys¬ 
tem that enables state 
government to meet the 
needs of our people and 
our businesses. 

A lot of hard work and 
many difficult decisions 
lie ahead as we imple¬ 
ment a very sparse bud¬ 
get and try to maintain 
services to our citizens 
over the next two years. 

But even in a very 
challenging session, we 
took some significant 
steps forward.

Stokes shares a road project experience 


To the editor: 

I read with concern the April 19 arti¬ 
cle on the proposed expansion of Route 
89. I grew up in Ravenna and still 
have deep ties to Estill County where 
I visit often. What struck me about the 
article was the similarity of this road 
reconstruction project to one that was 
completed near my home in Rochester, 
N.Y. in the mid-1990’s. 

The Rochester project involved 
reconstruction of a county road pass¬ 
ing through a residential section of my 
community much like that along Route 
89.1, along with many concerned resi¬ 
dents, attended numerous presenta¬ 
tions by the County road engineers. 
The proposed road design was to “fix” 
a number of problems in this older 
two-lane roadway. The design called 
for (1) widening the road to add a 
turning lane and wider shoulders, (2) 
improving sight distance by leveling 
out hills and straightening out curves 
and (4) adding sidewalks. The 35mph 
speed limit was not going to change. 

What I learned from this road 
project that was completed over six¬ 
teen years ago was the following: (1) 
Widening and straightening the road 
doubled traffic on the road within four 
years and increased speeds to an aver¬ 
age of 45 to 50 mph. It turns out that 
the old road design, with its gentle 
hills, curves and narrower profile, had 
a traffic calming effect of reducing and 
slowing down traffic; (2) A wider, heav¬ 
ily trafficked; faster road will divide a 
neighborhood just as effectively as a 
deep river. What used to be an easy 
crossing from one side of the old road 


to the other for a walk in the neigh¬ 
borhood became an exercise in taking 
your life into your hands; (3) We lost 
75 mature trees and countless mature 
roadside landscaping to widen this one 
mile stretch of road and install a side¬ 
walk on one side. What had been one 
of the most beautiful, historic roads in 
the community had been transformed 
into a stark, ugly stretch of asphalt, 
devoid of character; (4) Road engineers 
primarily view road projects as exer¬ 
cises in moving traffic as quickly and 
efficiently as possible, often with little 
regard at the outset for the impact 
on the surroundings, whether it be 
homes, businesses or open space. 

Some years later, I became an elect¬ 
ed member of our Town Board and was 
involved in many additional road proj¬ 
ects in our community. In that capac¬ 
ity, I learned something that I wish I 
had understood better in the mid-90’s, 
i.e., that well organized efforts by 
determined citizens, with the support 
of their town officials, can result in 
changes to road projects that remove 
or mitigate the detrimental impacts on 
the community. I hope that the con¬ 
cerned residents that spoke at the Rt. 
89 meeting will continue their efforts 
to be heard on the project and that the 
State will make changes to address 
those concerns. The State needs to be 
sensitive to any negative impacts of 
the project on this beautiful old stretch 
of road that is so important to Irvine, 
its residents and businesses.

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Breeding Soundness Exams Save Dollars 


Bull infertility can be one 
of the costliest problems in a 
beef cattle operation. Even if 
a bull has been a sound breed¬ 
er for several years he can 
become infertile, even tempo¬ 
rarily, which can cause the loss 
of part or the entire calf crop. 
Unfortunately, this happens 
more often than most produc¬ 
ers think. The good news is 
that the chances of it occurring 
can be greatly reduced with 
a simple management practice 
called a breeding soundness 
exam. 


A breeding soundness exam 
is generally performed by a 
veterinarian or highly trained 
technician. The exam includes 
a physical examination of the 
bull, an assessment of the bull's 
structural soundness, scrotal 
circumference measurement, 
and a microscopic examination 
of semen quality. Most or all 
of this can be done chute-side 
with adequate facilities. 

If a bull passes his breeding 
soundness exam it means that 
he should be physically capable 
of breeding cows. It does not

measure desire. That means 
that even if a bull passes his 
breeding soundness exam he 
should still be observed to make 
certain that he is interested in 
females that are in heat. Also, 


females should be observed for 
return to heat, which is a sign 
of fertility or desire problems in 
the bull. 

The breeding soundness exam 
should be conducted within 60 
days of the breeding season. 
However, do not wait too late 
because it will be more difficult 
to find a replacement if your 
bull does not pass. It is also a 
good idea to purchase bulls that 
have passed a breeding sound¬ 
ness exam or get an assurance 
from the seller that if he does 
not pass he will be replaced. 


Using a bull with good genet¬ 
ics is important to your beef 
operation, but if the bull cannot 
pass those on then he is of little 
good. The cost of a breeding 
soundness exam is your insur¬ 
ance for next year's calf crop.

not important. 

So, on the spur of the 
moment and without further thought or serious exam¬ 
ination, a value judgment was rendered, and as a 
result, something was forgotten. It was brushed aside 
as insignificant and inconsequential. 

“That is not important,” and its counterpart, “that 
is important,” are common expressions used regularly 
in everyday conversation by many folk, and they con¬ 
tain that which is often called a grain of truth. It's a 
simple fact of life upon which one can rely that some 
things are not really important and other things are 


important, and some of the things that are important 
are more important than others. As a result, value 
judgments are required and are made day by day 
by everyone. In some instances, these judgments are 
significant, for they do, or at least they can, affect life, 
sometimes profoundly 

People, looking at something, don't always agree 
on the importance of that particular thing; therefore 
importance is a relative thing and it depends upon 
the individual making the judgment. Depending up 
the perspective from which it is viewed, those viewing 
something, whatever it may be, may assign 

greater or lesser importance to it. So, an old expres¬ 
sion says, “What's trash to one person is treasure to 
another.” 

So, what is important? What really matters? What 
counts? That's the question, isn't it? For almost twenty 
centuries, a significant guideline has supplied an 
answer to that perplexing question. That guideline 
suggests that "The only thing that counts,” another 
way of saying “the only thing that is important,” is 
allowing faith, the belief system that is the basis of 
ones core values, to express “itself through love.”

1 ready-to-roll pie crust 
1 tsp coarsely ground black pepper 
1 tbs sliced mixed mushrooms 
4 eggs 

1 1/4 cup fat free milk 
1 tbs coarse grain Digon mustard 
1 tsp garlic salt 
1 tsp onion powder 
12 tsp dried thyme 
1//8 tsp ground nutmeg 
1/8 tsp cayenne pepper

Preheat oven to 375 degrees. Unroll 
pie crust, sprinkle pepper over crust 
and gently roll into crust.
